WASHINGTON UPi — Sen. Wiley 
(R-Wis) today urged consultation 
with U. S. allies before Congress 
acts on a resolution to denounce 
Russia for abusing wartime pacts 
to enslave other peoples. 
Amid fresh demands for an all-| 
out investigation of once-secret 
World War II agreements, Wiley! 
called the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee together to dis­ 
cuss the draft of a résolution sub­ 
mitted by President Eisenhower. 
This resolution would have Con­ 
gress join with the President in 
denouncing interpretations of inter­ 
national agreements “which have 
been perverted to bring about the 
subjugation of free peoples.”

but he told interviewers he does 
not think this should be done until 
Britain, France and other allies 
are consulted about the effect of 
any resolû tion suggesting repudia­ 
tion by the U. S. of the under­ 
standings reached at Yalta and 
other conferences. 

Ferguson (R-Mich) said he 
thinks the foreign relations group 
should make “a full-dress investi­ 
gation” of the origin of the agree­ 
ments, calling any officials left in 
the State Departrftent who partici­ 
pated in their making.

NLRB Chief Wants T-H 
No n-Red Oath Remo v eiJ 
WASHINGTON 
— The chair­ 
man of the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board asked Congress today 
to do away with toe non-Communist 
oath required by the Taft-Hartley 
law. 
Instead, Paul M. Herzog told the 
House Labor Committee, the job 
of investigating Communist leader­ 
ship in labor organizations should 
be given to some outside tribunal 
such as toe Subversive Activities 
Control Board. 
The labor committee is studying 
proposed amendments to toe Taft- 
Hartley law. The act requires all 
union officers to swear they are 
not Communists before toe union 
is recognized by the NLRB. 
Herzog said in his prepared state­ 
ment toe NLRB has found the 
provision less and less effective 
“as those at whom it was aimed 
have devised newer techniques to 
circumvent it**

Von Rundstedt, 
Leader Of ‘Bulge9 
Battle, Dies At 77 


HANNOVER, 
Germany 
(J) — 
Field 
Marshal 
Karl 
Gerd 
von 
Rundstedt, a stern Prussian offi­ 
cer who directed the big German 
offensive against U. S. lines in 
the Battle of the Bulge, died at 
his home here today. He was 77. 
The German offensive in the 
winter of 1944 was a dying gasp 
of Hitler’s armed forces and the 
third great battle of the war in 
which von Rundstedt had the guid­ 
ing hand. The others were the 
envelopment 
of 
Poland’s 
main 
Army in 1939 and Dunkerque. 
Von 
Runstedt’s armored divi­ 
sions 
ripped 
50 
miles 
through 
American defenses in the Battle of 
the Bulge and stalled just three 
miles short of the offensive’s goal, 
splitting the United States and 
British armies at the Meuse River. 
The strike was made in snow 
and 
freezing weather that had 
limited Allied aerial observation 
of the German buildup. 
Allied 
strategists 
agreed 
the 
field marshal had found the weak­ 
est part of the Allied lines in strik­ 
ing into the Ardenes. His troops 
reinvaded both Belgium and Lux­ 
embourg to establish the bulge. It 
finally collapsed in January, 1945. 
Strikes by Allied war planes and 
Gen. Eisenhower’s ground forces 
smashed the German bid and sent 
von Rundstedt’s troops back to­ 
ward the Ruhr and eventual de­ 
feat.

World Needs To Learn Evils Of Secret Diplomacy

In a study of real estate-tax equalization pre­ 
pared by Ohio Chamber of Commerce, the most 
misundersto o d thing about present-day g overn­ 
ment is illustrated. 
The hig h cost of g overnment is not the result 
of g overnment but of hug e funds for g rants 
and subsidies being sent to g overnment for 
redistribution. 
Ohio’s g eneral-fund money g oes to these* 
places in these proportions; Local g overnment 


47 .4 , pensions 26.3, welfare institutions 12.1. uni­ 
versities 8.1 and state g overnment only 6.1. Yet 
aU the money is handled throug h the state 
g overnment, subject to lobbying , log -rolling and 
I>ork-barreling . 
Larg est of the major state subsidies to local 
g overnfnent is the school foundatioh prog ram, 
followed by g eneral g overnment funds, welfare 
funds, tuberculosis hospitals, police and fire 
pensions and library aid, in that order. 
A powerful incentive for collecting tax money 
in Columbus for redistribution comes from this 
little-known fact: 
Almost half Ohio’s counties <40) receive from 
the state more than they pay to the state. 
They are supported in part by taxes from the 
productive counties. Their leg islators, naturally , 
alway s vote to g ive these poor counties the 
benefit of all the easy money they can g et. 
Their local officials, on the other hand, keep 
local taxes as low as possible. That is one of 
the reasons for statewide tax equalization. 
If Ohio had tax reform, to make every tax- 
paver responsible for meeting a fair and equit­ 
able share of the cost of local g overnment 
only—with no “sharing of wealth,“ except for 
highw ay s—there would be more than enoug h 
tax revenue for all leg itimate local purposes. 
The costliest practice ever devised by politi­ 
cians is the mass collection of revenue by 
remote g overnment, to be handled and redis­ 
tributed there—minus handling charg es and 
“ shrinkag e.” 


Any consideration of the cancel­ 
lation of the secret ag reements 
made at Teheran, Yalta and Pots­ 
dam must, as Sen.

For instance, is it true 
that the United States has a secret 
ag reement with Canada to keep 
the price of newsprint fabulously 
hig h in the interests of Canada 
and to the detriment of the United 
States? Secret diplomacy 
breeds 
suspicion and uncertainty . 
Some of the thing s don e at 
Yalta have become clear by the 
course of events and by publica­ 
tion in memoirs, books, speeches 
and casual papers. 
One of the obvious chang es that 
affected the whole course of events 
has to do with words. I cite an 
instance: In the Atlantic Charter,

TO THAT phrase at Yalta was 
added “by the ag g ressor nations.’’

By Thursday of this week t h e 
Eisenhower administration 
w i l l 
have completed 30 working day s of 
g overnment — omitting Sundays 
and holidays. 
Within that 30 day s something 
fundamental by way of chang ing 
the approach to g overnmental ad­ 
ministration has 
be e n accom- 
lished. But the real effects will not 
be visible for many montiis to 
come. For the truth is the n e w 
administration has not had time to 
do more tiian to chang e the ap­ 
proach — it has not y et assem­ 
bled either the personnel or the 
facts necessary to the making of 
new long -rang e policies. 
To the country at larg e, perhaps, 
the new administration g ot into full 
swing from the time the nomina­ 
tions of all members of the Cabi­ 
net were confirmed by the Senate 
But in g overnment that’s just the 
beg inning . For there are hundreds 
of subordinates to be chosen and 
literally dozens of important places 
where a transfer of authority has 
y et to take place 
Anyone who has had the exper­ 
ience of moving his family a n d 
belong ing s from one city to an­ 
other will have some idea of what 
it means for a g overnmental ad­ 
ministration to chang e. For, not 
only are there for the newcomers 
the personal problems g rowing out 
of a chang e of home, an adapta­ 
tion to a new neig hborhood and ar­ 
rang ements for the placing of one’s 
children in new schools that have 
to be taken care of on the home 
side, but every incoming official 
has to g et acquainted with an en­ 
tirely strang e org anization w i t h 
which he has to deal daily in his 
office.

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High Cost Of Handling 


In a study of real estate>tax equalization pre­ 
pared by Ohio Chamber of Commerce, the most 
misunderstood thing about present-day govern­ 
ment is illustrated. 
The high cost of government is not the result 
of government but of huge funds for grants 
and subsidies being sent to government for 
redistribution. 
Ohio’s general-fund money goes to thes& 
places in these proportions: Local government 
47.4, pensions 26.3, welfare institutions 12.1, uni­ 
versities 8.1 and state government only 6.1. Yet 
all the money is handled through the state 
government, subject to lobbying, log-rolling and 
pork-barreling. 
Largest of the major state subsidies to local 
governfnent is the school foundatioh program, 
followed by general government funds, welfare 
funds, tuberculosis hospitals, police and fire 
pensions and library aid, in that order. 
A powerful incentive for collecting tax money 
in Columbus for redistribution comes from this 
little-known fact: 
Almost half Ohio’s counties (40) receive from 
the state more than they pay to the state. 
They are supported in part by taxes from the 
productive counties. Their legislators, naturally, 
always vote to give these poor counties the 
benefit of all the easy money they can get. 
Their local officials, on the other hand, keep 
local taxes as low as possible. That is one of 
the reasons for statewide tax equalization. 
If Ohio had tax reform, to make every tax­ 
payer responsible for meeting a fair and equit­ 
able share of the cost of local government 
only—with no “sharing of wealth,*' except for 
highways—there would be more than enough 
tax revenue for all legitimate local purposes. 
The costliest practice ever devised by politi­ 
cians is the mass collection of revenue by 
remote government, to be handled and redis­ 
tributed there—minus handling charges and 
“shrinkage.** 


Coming To The Aid Of The Party 


New Dealers and their sympathizers are 
sneering that Republicans are getting their 
come-uppances in Washington. 
They are pointing to GOP troubles w i t h 
budget-cutting and tax-reducing. They a r e 
saying this proves what New Dealers knew to 
be true — that Republicans are imposters who 
fooled voters last November into believing 
something could be done about taxes, expendi­ 
tures and casualty lists in Korea. 
New Dealers, claiming to be specialists in 
modern government who know what must be 
done, declare they had done everything neces­ 
sary' and could have been depended on to spend 
still more money, raise taxes still higher and 
practice more “containment.’’ There is only one 
way to do things, say the New Dealers—their 
way. 
The Republican party is like the traveler 
asking for directions who was told by the 
despairing native that it was impossible to get 
where he wanted to be from where he was start­ 
ing from. The New Dealers had given up; they 
are advising the Republican party and voters 
to give up too. 
That could happen. The Democrats gave up 
after they tried to cut the budget and avert 
further federal debt in 1933 and never talked 
about such things again. The Republicans might 
make the blunder of adopting a me-too policy 
on spending, taxing and stalling. 
Now is the time for the good men who know 
better to come to the aid of the Republican 
party. If the budget cannot be cut. taxes can­ 
not be cut and the people cannot be assured 
of something better in Korea 
than 
endless 
bleeding and dying for the sake of other na­ 
tions* commerce, the New Dealers s h o u l d 
have been kept in power. They were and 
probably still are the world’s foremost experts 
on spending, taxing and being kind to people 
who want to make a sucker of Uncle Sam. 


Sometimes Called ‘Profit, Loss* 
One thing which Agriculture Secretary Benson 
might mention in his reminders that beef prices 
could not have gone up forever is the fact 
free enterprise sometimes is called a profit- 
and-loss system. 
In state socialism, the government under­ 
writes all losses in return for seizing all profits 
and making all decisions. 
In the days to come, others also may be 
confronted with declining prices that will make 
consumers as hopeful of stretching dollars as 
the decline in the price of beef has made the 
beef-eaters. If so. they will be as unhappy as 
beef farmers in the face of price declines. 
They and their congressmen may demand 
government correction of the matter. They may 
adopt the attitude that nothing could be worse 
than to let prices find their natural levels under 
a modernized version of the law of supply and 
demand. They may demand that politicians take 
whatever steps are necessary to lead agricul­ 
ture back into government control. 
Fortunately, the first test of sincerity in this 
matter is being made in a place where statism 
had been rejected as a matter of principle. If 
agriculture, first important interest to turn sour 
on federal interference, cannot return to the 
profit-and-loss system, nobody can be expected 
to return to it.

World Needs To Learn Evils Of Secret Diplomacy 


Any consideration of the cancel­ 
lation of the secret agreements 
made at Teheran, Yalta and Pots­ 
dam must, as Sen. Homer Fergu­ 
son so correct­ 
ly contends, be 
premised on a 
knowledge 
b y 
C o n g r e ss of 
w h a t they 
were. The peo­ 
ple 
ought 
to 
know, too. And 
the point needs 
to be made that 
s e c ret agree- 
George Sokolsky ments were en­ 
tered into elsewhere which require 
inquiry. For instance, is it true 
that the United States has a secret 
agreement with Canada to keep 
the price of newsprint fabulously 
high in -the interests of Canada 
and to the detriment of the United 
States? Secret diplomacy 
breeds 
suspicion and uncertainty. 
Some of the things d o n e at 
Yalta have become clear by the 
course of events and by publica­ 
tion in memoirs, books, speeches 
and casual papers. 
One of the obvious changes that 
affected the whole course of events 
has to do with words. I cite an 
instance: In the Atlantic Charter, 
the phrase 
appears 
“sovereign 
rights and self-government restor­ 
ed to those who have been forcibly 
deprived of them.” 


TO THAT phrase at Yalta was 
added “by the aggressor nations.” 
The aggressor nations have been 
defined as Germany, Italy and Ja­ 
pan. Therefore, by the Yalta agree­ 
ment, any territories 
seized 
by 
Soviet Russia, not an aggressor 
nation, could remain seized. 
It is difficult to understand why 
Roosevelt and Churchill altogether 
ignored the nature of the Hitler- 
Stalin alliance which Hitler, not 
Stalin, broke. In that alliance, Rus­ 
sia definitely appears as an ag­ 
gressor. 
Yalta took place February 4-11, 
1945. By that time, Russia had 
already seized Latvia, Estonia, Li­ 
thuania, Eastern Finland, Eastern 
Poland. Also, by that time, Russia 
was in occupation of Bulgaria, Ru­ 
mania, Yugoslavia and Hungary. 
By the use of four words, “by 
the aggressor nations,” Soviet Rus­ 
sia came into possession, by con­ 
sent of Roosevelt and Churchill, of 
the vast areas indicated, perhaps 
89,009.000 European people. (The 
United States never recognized the 
absorption by Russia of the three 
Baltic states.) 


HOW IT was possible to define 
Soviet Russia as a non-aggressor 
in 1945, it is difficult to understand, 
but our statesmanship 
did 
just 
that. 


Also at Yalta it was agreed to 
institute the veto in the Security 
Council of the United Naions when 
organized. Alger Hiss was Roose­ 
velt’s expert at Yalta; Alger Hiss 
was the State Department official 
at San Francisco in charge of the 
organization of the United Nations. 
There is evidence that the veto 
was Roosevelt’s idea and was pre­ 
sented to the Yalta Conference by 
Edward R. Stettinius, Jr. 
Another conclusion reached at 
Yalta was to give to Soviet Russia 
three votes in the Assembly while 
all other countries only had one 
vote each. It was at one stage of 
the conference proposed that the 
United 
States 
also have three 
votes, but Roosevelt dropped the 
idea. 
At San Francisco, the United 
States voted to give Soviet Russia 
the three votes because it had 
been agreed to at Yalta. 


IT WOULD also seem that Henry 
Morgenthau and Averell Harriman 
had cooked up a scheme to make 
a huge loan to Soviet Russia. It 
was to be a loan in the billions. 
The Russians after 1945 often re­ 
ferred to the 
promised 
credits 
which were not forthcoming and 
took the position that they had 
been double-crossed. 
It was at Yalta that the stupid 
and costly Morgenthau Plan was 
agreed upon. 
It is necessary to discover the 
origin of that plan. Harry Dexter 
White, an original member of the 
Harold Ware Communist Cell, was 
Mr. Morgenthau’s chief adviser in 
the Treasury. Germany was not 
only to be conquered, it was to be 
devastated, so that never could 
anyone use its territory to defend 
the Western world against Soviet 
Russia. 


GERMANY was to be turned 
into a pastoral state, through which 
Russia could march unimpeded. 
In addition, this agreement re­ 
cognized slave l a b o r . How the 
United States could agree to slave 
labor is beyond understanding. We 
not only agreed to slave labor but 
used American troops to enforce 
slavery. The Russians employed 
slave labor during the course of 
the war. 
This needs a broad - scale in­ 
vestigation into the facts, of which 
we possess only driblets. 
If these agreements are now can­ 
celled, their harm cannot be un­ 
done. The only value in their can­ 
cellation would be publication of 
all the documents relating to them. 
It would educate the world to the 
evils of secret diplomacy.

Right In His 


Administration Makes Phenomenal Progress 


By Thursday of this week th e 
Eisenhower administration 
w i l l 
have completed 30 working days of 
government — omitting Sundays 
and holidays. 
Within that 30 days something 
fundamental by way of changing 
the approach to governmental ad­ 
ministration has b e e n accom- 
lished. But the real effects will not 
be visible for many months to 
come. For the truth is the n e w 
administration has not had time to 
do more than to change the ap­ 
proach — it has not yet assem­ 
bled either the personnel or the 
facts necessary to the making of 
new long-range policies. 
To the country at large, perhaps, 
the new administration got into full 
swing from the time the nomina­ 
tions of all members of the Cabi­ 
net were confirmed by the Senate. 
But in government that’s just the 
beginning. For there are hundreds 
of subordinates to be chosen and 
literally dozens of important places 
where a transfer of authority has 
yet to take place. 
Anyone who has had the exper­ 
ience of moving his family a n d 
belongings from one city to an­ 
other will have some idea of what 
it means for a governmental ad­ 
ministration to change. For, not 
only are there for the newcomers 
the personal problems growing out 
of a change of home, an adapta­ 
tion to a new neighborhood and ar­ 
rangements for the placing of one’s 
children in new schools that have 
to be taken care of on the home 
side, but every incoming official 
has to get acquainted with an en­ 
tirely strange organization w i t h 
which he has to deal daily in his 
office. 
So it is in many respects extra­ 
ordinary what the new regime here 
has donfe in so brief a time. It 
couldn’t, of course, have b e e n 
achieved except for the pre-inaugu­ 
ration planning by the Eisenhower 
top men. 
The public, to be sure, expects a 
smooth transition, little knowing 
what are the pitfalls or the handi­ 
caps. Actually the largest part of 
the time to date has been spent 
by President Eisenhower and his 
principal assistants trying to per­ 
suade competent and experienced 
personnel to give up attractive and 
successful careers and come to 
government. This doesn’t get into 
the headlines. 
The turn-downs are almost as 
numerous as the acceptances. Not 
everybody is in a position to drop 
his work and lifetime connections j 
and his professional or business or 
academic relationships and m o v e 
his family to Washington to take a

post at a salary far less than he 
now gets outside the government. 
Delays on personnel naturally 
hold up policy-making, though here 
a start has been made. But it 
rather relates to method than to 
actual decisions. 
The critical partisans — who be­ 
gan sniping even before the inaugu­ 
ration — are trying to muddy the 
waters by arguing either that de­ 
cisions should already have been 
made on certain important ques­ 
tions cir that the decisions will be 
the same as those of the previous 
administration or that internal fric­ 
tion is inevitable anyway. 
The American people will know 
how to distinguish between fair and 
objective criticism and mischievous 
attempts at sabotage. 
Important decisions thus 
f a r 
have been few. And even these are 
subject to improvement and adap­ 
tation as time goes on and more 
facts are available or as circum­ 
stances beyond America’s control 
make revision desirable. 
The administration is as much 
handicapped by some of its friends 
as by its opponents. Wishful think­ 
ing which seeks to attribute deci­ 
sions on policy before they are 
made can be expected. 
There is one change which is 
more or less unfamiliar to the pub­ 
lic, but is by far the most impor­ 
tant that has happened. Govern­ 
ment which began as a one-man 
affair under FDR, and then became 


a one-clique affair under Truman, 
has given way to a team of able 
men whose objectivity in dealing 
with the public interest is unpar­ 
alleled in history. 
To the partisan critics this may 
seem an administration “by ty­ 
coon,” or by “big business,” but 
actually it is an administration 
which is determined to bring about 
low prices for the consumer, low 
taxes, higher purchasing power of 
the dollar, and a victory in the 
“cold war,” which will l e s s e n 
considerably the drain on Amer­ 
ican youth. 
The goals haven’t been changed 
a bit since they were announced by 
Gen. Eisenhower during the cam­ 
paign, but he has only started on 
his task of picking a governmental 
team capable of orderly thinking 
and decisive action. 
Much has been done in 30 work­ 
ing days. Viewed in broad per­ 
spective it has been a period of 
phenomenal achievement. For a 
transition is slowly but surely being 
effected from a “mess” of incom­ 
petence and moral corruption in 
handling public funds to a clean 
and capable administration. 
Devotion to the public interest is 
already evidenced by the rn a n y 
men who have made sacrifices of 
position and financial comfort to 
serve their government in Wash­ 
ington under the inspiration of a 
l i k a b l e , earnest, conscientious 
President.

A resolu tion to su bmit the 3-mill 
school operating levy for renewal 
at the May 5 primaries was ap­ 
proved by the Board of Edu cation 
Monday night. It will be certified 
to the Election Board for a ballot 
place. 
Approved by an overwhelming 
majority in May, 1951, it has net­ 
ted 
approximately $ 104,000 
per 
year. However, becau se of the in­ 
creased p r o p e r t y valu ation, it 
shou ld bring in abou t $ 129,000. It 
requ ires a 60 per cent affirmative 
vote. The school district tax du pli­ 
cate has been increased from $ 34,- 
1000,000 to approximately $ 43,000,000. 
Most of the revenu e the past 
two years was u sed in providing 
cost-of-living boosts in the salaries 
of teachers, janitors, clerks, bu s 
drivers and other school employes. 
Teachers received a flat increase 
of $ 325 per year. 
Members of the board pointed 
ou t that approval of the 3-mill levy 
will mean no increase in taxes. 
The school levy for 1953 is 15.50 
mills, which inclu des a levy 
bonds voted in the school 
program in November, 1951.

For Renewal 


Ballot Place Sought 
At May Primaries 
For 3-Mill Issue 


A resolution to submit the 3-mill 
school operating levy for renewal 
at the May 5 primaries was ap­ 
proved by the Board of Education 
Monday night. It will be certified 
to the Election Board for a ballot 
place. 
Approved by an overwhelming 
majority in May, 1951, it has net­ 
ted 
approximately 
$104,000 
per 
year. However, because of the in­ 
creased p r o p e r t y valuation, it 
should bring in about $129,000. It 
requires a 60 per cent affirmative 
vote. The school district tax dupli­ 
cate has been increased from $34,- 
000,000 to approximately $43,000,000. 
Most of the revenue the past 
two years was used in providing 
cost-of-living boosts in the salaries 
of teachers, janitors, clerks, b u s 
drivers and other school employes. 
Teachers received a flat increase 
of $325 per year. 
Members of the board pointed 
out that approval of the 3-mill levy 
will mean no increase in taxes. 
The school levy for 1953 is 15.50 
mills, which includes a levy for; 
bonds voted in the school building 
program in November, 1951. 
Supt. R. W. Betts informed the 
board that Miss Sheila Forrester of 
near Pittsburgh, music teacher in 
the McKinley and Garfield Schools, 
had left without his consent Feb. 
13 for a job in another state. 
Betts said Mrs. William Shaylor, 
a former music teacher In the lo­ 
cal schools, had agreed to assume 
the half-day position at McKinley 
School for the remainder of the 
year. The board ratified her ap­ 
pointment.

The 
rental’ was conditional in the event 
that the games will not interfere 
with workouts of the East Liver­ 
pool High School team for the state 
basketball tournament. 
The board approved payment of

New Accident 
Reporting Law 
Starts Sunday 


Auto Insurance Men 
See No Rush To Meet 
Responsibility Phase 


Ohio’s new motor vehicle safety 
responsibility act goes in effect 
Sunday but so far their has been 
no rush to buy the liability insur­ 
ance required in case of an acci­ 
dent. 
A check of insurance firms in­ 
dicated no unusual surge of bus­ 
iness in this field but one agency 
said 60 per cent of all auto owners 
already are insured and the re­ 
mainder may not be aware of the 
new law enacted at the 1951 ses­ 
sion of the State Legislature. 
The act makes it mandatory for 
a driver to report to the State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles within 
five days any mishap resulting in 
death, injury or property damage 
of more than $100. 
Penalties are suspension of li­ 
cense or a fine of up to $100 for 
failure to report and ’there is a 
fine of up to $500 and six months 
in jail for giving false information. 
Aimed primarily 
at 
accident- 
prone drivers, the law provides 
that anyone involved in a mishap 
causing death, bodily, injury or 
property damage in excess of $100, 
must be prepared to furnish proof 
that he can meet any judgments 
against him as the result of the 
accident, with certain limitations. 
The registrar determines t h e 
amount of security to be posted 
by a driver reporting such an ac­ 
cident, unless he can show proof 
he has authentic liability insur­ 
ance for not less than $5,000 for 
bodily injury or death to one per­ 
son, or $10,000 for two, and cover­ 
age for a least per-$5,000 property 
damage. 
Forms for reporting such mis­ 
haps will be available «oon at the 
Columbiana County Motor Club on 
Market St. The state will use the 
reports for compiling data on traf­ 
fic mishaps.
